Russian forces seized the town of Azov, 15 miles south­ 
west of Rostov, yesterday, freeing the left bank of the Don 
of the last centeT of German resistance and making a large- 
scale assault on Rostov possible, a special communique 
announced.

THERE GO THE WAR BONDS 
General Council Randolph Paul, who carries the 
ball for the Treasury Department in the pay-as-you-earn 
income tax discussion, has a new proposal for dealing 
with double taxation. 
He suggests taxing at source 
during 1943 and reducing the 1942 tax to the lowrer 1941 
rate-exemption-credit basis. 
The worm in the apple is that the Treasury Depart­ 
ment continues to insist upon making the public pay 
two years’ taxes in one year as the price of getting onto 
a scientific basis henceforward. 
lf, in the end, wre must pay two years’ income taxes 
out of one year’s income, such a reduction in the 1942 
levy would be helpful. 
But even with that gesture of 
moderation, there are going to be millions who will find 
it utterly impossible to satisfy the government’s de­ 
mands and continue to live under present inflation 
conditions. 
Theoretically such a program as Mr. Pauls would not 
mop up the “excess national income’’ that threatens yet 
greater inflation than we have. 
There are literally 
millions whose incomes have stood still w'hile prices 
mounted to the skies. 
Forgetting consumers’ durable 
goods, it has become difficult for the fixed income class 
to meet its living costs, pay for insurance, satisfy ob­ 
ligations on mortgages, maintain the youngsters in col­ 
lege, and subscribe IO per cent of salary to war bonds. 
If Mr. Paul and his Treasury associates insist suc­ 
cessfully upon double taxation this year, they will force 
a mountain of tax defaults and or bring about a w hole­ 
sale dumping of war bonds. 
Perhaps you, individually, are one of the foresighted 
persons who saved enough last year to pay March 15th’s 
income tax. 
Perhaps you, individually, are one of the 
fortunate persons who, after paying the bills and buying 
bonds, can stretch your income to pay two years’ taxes 
in oiyj year. 
lf so, you are in a minority. Talk with your neigh­ 
bors, and keep a box score on how many will say frankly 
that they cannot meet the double demand without selling 
their war bonds. 
Have Mr. Paul and those from whom he takes his 
policy orders considered what they are going to do to 
war bond holdings and sales if they succeed in over­ 
ruling public sentiment and achieving double taxation? 


FIREARMS NEEDED 
In connection with announcement that a concerted 
effort is to be made to collect knives for use of Allied 
forces against the Axis comes a plea for shotguns, pistols 
and submachine guns. 
The request is made by Provost 
Marshal General of the Army, and released through the 
Ordnance Department of General Milton R. Reckord’s 
Third Service Command at Baltimore, Md. 
The need of the War Department for all kinds of 
firearms, to supply our rapidly growing armed forces 
as quickly and expeditiously as possible, has led to a 
widespread request for confiscated firearms addressed 
to all enforcement agencies in the states of Pennsylvania, 
Maryland and Virgiia. 
Any such firearms are to be turned over to the War 
Department when no longer needed as evidence in the 
apprehension or conviction of lawmakers. 
They may 
be reported by letter to the Third Service Command 
Ordnance Officer, Room 412, Tow er Building, Baltimore, 
Md., or to any Post Ordnance Officer who will make all 
necessary arrangements for their collections and ship­ 
ment. 
A letter making this patriotic appeal is being ad­ 
dressed to state’s attorneys, mayors, chield of state po­ 
lice, sheriffs and chiefs of police of cities, towns and 
municipalities in the Third Service Command. 
Don t hesitate, fellows. 
Uncle Sam needs your 
firearms! 


MILK DISTRIBUTION 
New regulations to reduce the cost of milk distribu­ 
tion and the waste of materials have been promulgated 
by the Department of Agriculture. 
These include a 
bottle deposit rule and a ban upon the transportation 
of unordered dairy products. 
Meanwhile, in many communities, the greatest waste 
of all is permitted to continue. 
This is the wholly 
unnecessary mileage piled up by milk deliveries. 
Part 
comes through duplication—three or four or five trucks 
following one another through each street, when one 
cooperative system could serve all. Part comes through 
every-day delivery, w hen alternate days would be r mple 
under present conditions. 
Do we have to waste gasoline, rubber manpower 
and money in this way?

land. deputy chairm an of the W ar 
Production Board on sm aller w a r 
plants today announced th a t 12 
regional offices headed by region­ 
al directors, and 131 district of­ 
fices. em powered to tak e action 
on the spot. have been establish­ 
ed under the new decentralization 
plan of the Smaller W a r Plants 
Division. 
This plan, which goos into effect 
im m ediately. 
Mr. 
Holland 
said, 
enables the S. W. P. D. representa­ 
tives to w ork directly with the 
distressed plants and district pro­ 
cu re m en t officers of the arm y and 
navy and other procurem ent agen­ 
cies. 
Thus, the problems of small 
business will be met a t the source, 
c o n tra c ts will be handled directly 
an d 
distribution 
of w a r 
work 
a m o ng 
such 
distressed 
plants 
speeded up. 
Mr. Holland called for the oper­ 
a to rs of distressed plants to fu r­ 
nish im m ediately simple inform a­ 
tion reg ardin g t h e i r organizations 
an d urged them to mail the a n ­ 
sw ers to ten questions to their 
n e a re s t W PB office.
